All six summer schools are now in session. For the uninitieted 
they are: French, Spanish, German, Italian, English and Science. The latter is 
en undergraduate school, part of the accelerated program typical of colleges all 
over the country.

An Invitation 


Students of the School of English who are interested in the junior 
high school grades are invited to assist in preparing a small volume of readings 
from foreign literature, suitable for boys and girls from 13 to 15 years of age, 


The thought of making such a book originated in the Committee on 
International Relations of the National Council of Teachers of English and was 
wermly approved by Professor Andre Morize of the French School, who asked Professor 
Cleude L, Bourcier to act as coordinator. Professor Bourcier has enlisted volun- 
teer groups to propose selections from French, Italian, German, Spanish and Portu- 
guese litereture, having in mind that which is representative and which is also 
likely to appeal to young readers. The groups are asked to translate their selec- 
tions, to make comments, and to freme key questions. Professor Bourcier expects 
to have some of the material ready within a few days and to submit it for discus- 
Sion to a group at Bread Loaf. Mr. Harry A. Domincovich, Germantown Friends 
School, Philadelphia, Chairman of the Committee that suggested the reader, comes 
to Bread Loaf this week and will be gled to meet any who would be interested in the 
plen, This meeting will take place on Thursday afternoon, immediately after lunch 
in Little Theatre 4, The actual group time needed would not exceed two afternoons 
a week for two or three weeks; for "homework" each member of tho group would feel 
free to do as much or as little as he wishes, 


Details of publication are uncertain, but there is no likelihood of 
compensation in money to any who take pert. If the book can be published at a 
small enough price to sell widely and to give Middlebury College or the Netional 
Council of Teachers of English some return, the reward of those who helped to make 
it will be thet they have participated in a labor which can be of special service 
at this time and that they have gained some of the advantages which teachers of 
English find in the study of literature and the practice of composition, If the 
book lives up to its possibilities in any reasonable way, it should give boys and 
girls a broader bese for their appreciation of literature and of other people, and, 
at the age for which it is designed, new incentive for the study of foreign lan- 
guage, Certainly the character of the summer schools of Middlebury College would 
promise something of freshness ond significance in the product,
